Un- 
der old conditions the »ay ward boy 
was sent to jail, where he could con- 
sort with none but those hardened tn 
crime, and where he was almost sure 
to absorb the nature of rriminallty. 
At pr?i«nt the juvenile court and the 
probation officer are trying to make 
the unfortunate boys and girls who 
get into the toils of the law feel that 
thefe Is hope for them, and if they will 
join in the effort, they may be re- 
constructed into good, useful and hon- 
orable ctisens. . The same attitude is 
displayed on the part of the keepers 
of adult prisoners, and no force ha* 
labored so long or eo effectively tor 
the rejuvenation of the prison world as
